In the 
quiet of these Sommer evenings the view from the 
sea wall of the fort, now converted into a smUlng 
garden, out upon the d istan t headlands, la per- 
fecUy enchanting. 
Ton may sit there for hours

Talk to the old fellows around 
Huntlogton, along Lloyd’s Neck, Horse Neck, over 
a t Bsyvllle, a t Oyster Bay, around Cold Spring and 
to the people of th a t ancient village and you get 
pretty strange Impressions of the credulity of the 
hum an mind and the quantltv of tomfoolery, hum- 
ong and superstition In the world. 
The Long 
Islander who knows anything of the m ysteries or 
I 
Fort Ulll cannot bo prevailed on to approach the 
place a t night for any consideration In greenbacks 
I 
or otherwise. Some, it la said, are afraid even to 
pass It In a boat, or even in a balloon half a mile 
away. Nothing Is so hard to kill os superstition and 
humbug. Prejudice, faith Itself or polltlc.il virtue 
may be destroyed, but superstition clings for ever, 
sticks Uke a pitch plaster to a plno plank, or as the 
arom a of the rose hangs to the fragm ents of the 
shattered vase. 
THB FORT AND ONE OF ITS RTRANOB TRADITIONS. 
The fort on Fort Hill was thrown up by the British 
to guard Long Island from an attack by a p art of 
the French neet under Rochambeau. 
The French 
tolled to reduce i t ; bnt, as one story says, a small 
force of Americans, landing In small boau, and 
aided by some of the Wauwcpek tribe of Indians, 
a very Interesting people In their day, stole a march 
at m idnight npon the defenders, and disposed of 
them according to the prevailing fashion. One 
tradition has It that a Captain Flanders, afterwards 
in command of Fort HIU, with a party of his men 
Rbtlncted a daughter of Tecumwah, a big gun 
am ong the Wauwepeks, who lived In the neighbor­ 
hood of what Is now known as Jones’ dock. The

Tecumwah for a long time was

This U the most ancient of tne trsditlona connected 
with tho fort, but the crop of m odern yarns U past 
counting, and the ton U, the more outrageous they 
are the sooner believed. Years rolled by when one 
fine day a party of young bloods from New York, 
who had been o u t fishing and caught enough to 
make a meal, hauled up their boat at the spot 
where Lloyd’s dock now stands. They proceeded a 
short distance north on tho strand of Lioyd's neck 
to select a good place for cooking an a ljr m v sup­ 
per. All uoeonscious. and It Is to be presumed 
eqnslly unconcerned aU iut the tact th at they had 
pitched their tent directly 
VNOEB TUE UAÜNTKD FORT, 
they started to cook their pUcaturlal meal and 
open their hampers of cham pagne, If they had any. 
The time passed pleasantly until nearly sundown, 
when one of the party, named Alick Uadsden. who 
U still living, proposed to climb the steep hill above 
to catch the last glimpse or the setting sun. 
He 
had a poetic taste. The rest had little tu rn tor sen­ 
tim ent, and Gadsden was left to make the ascent 
on hU own hook. It was a tiresom e job, s8 anyone 
may find who essays tho task to-day. An hour 
rolled by and gave no sign of Gadsden’s return. It 
was growing late, and a controversy sprang up os 
to which was the most active m an of the party to 
start and summon the 
trn au t fisherman back 
to hla boat. Being more or

The head of the columu. on reaching the front 
ditch of the fort, hallooed for Gadsden, but no re­ 
sponse came back.

fort, by a pack of what looked to him like devils, 
su ch as are seen in the neuralgic pills circulars. 
They danced round him, kicked him unmercifully 
in the bnlboos p art of his anatomy, stood him on 
his head, pnlled off bis store clothes and then 
pitched him three times into the old apple tree, so 
th at he m ight bang by bis heels, an attitude that 
struck them, no doubt, as being supremely ludi­ 
crous. Then Gadsden, being nearly unconscious, 
thought he saw them vanish in smoke—very Ukoly 
That Is over a quarter of a century ago. 
we now 
come down to later times, when the mysteries of 
Fort Hill present us wltu phases alike of tragedy and 
comedy. Here I m ight as well Indicate the 
LOCATION OF FORT HILL 
and tho inlet on which It stands. The D. R. Martin, 
Capt. Clhrko, which leaves the foot of Market street, 
on the East river, every day a t four P. M., proceeds 
through Hell Gate and along the Sound, stopping 
first a t City Island, where the negro pirate was 
hanged m any years ago. 
The scenery along the 
way is too tomlUar to need any description. P res­ 
ently, however, a t a distance of about thirty miles 
from New VorkT we sight the bold headland of 
Lloyd’s Neck. 
The stranger on the boat at some 
distance fails to observe the presence of several 
deep indentations of the coast line. Near ns Is the 
inlet th at takes Its devious way to the beautiful 
villages of Oyster Bay and Bayville, 
Half lost In the Uquld sitare bloom of s crescent of sea, 
Tho silent sapphlre-sp.n*le<l marriage ring ot tho land. 
We soon come abreast of s deep, wide, naked 
declivity of land, from which the vesture of 
em erald earth has been Incontinently stripped. ▲ 
landslide m ust have occurred here aX some not 
rem ote period, and exposed a hoge sandbank, 
dipping abruptly into the sea, leaving no beach 
whatever. In the dark and silent night It Is almost 
as lumlBons as a lighthouse beacon to the waytorlng 
m ariner. New the steam er wheels to starboard, 
and before ns we see, piercing far Into the land, Cold 
Spring Harbor. To onr left, as we glide fast aad 
smoothly over the liquid m irror of the Inlet, Is 
the steep elevaUqo w here the Jesnlts’ summer resi­ 
dence staads, EM ltbUU Fort HIU Hoose, the tomons 
haunted house, standing on the gronnd th at Ro- 
cham bean’a fleet sought In vain to capture; where 
Tecumwah lell In the furious struggle for the rescue 
of his daughter Viola; where Gadstlen, filled with 
his love or sunset glories, found himself stripped 
and half hanged on a sour apple tree by a myste­ 
rious and blackguard set of im ps; where innum er­ 
able farmers have seen their tovorite horses turned 
Into rooting hogs, cows disappear up maple trees, 
goats m ounted on snake fences reading the New 
Y o b x H e r a l d by mooullght with gold-bowed spec­ 
tacles, mnlva taking lessons In gym nastics, the old 
soring well turned into an everlasting barrel of 
whiskey, and innum erable Incidents beside, that 
are familiar as household words to the natives of 
Lloyd’s Neck and to those for forty miles aronud. 
OOINO UP TUB INLET. 
The steam er stops a t Lloyd’s dock to relieve her­ 
self of a dozen or so of passengers, some of them 
belonging to the proud old families th at lio scat­ 
tered about here, whose bands are generally in 
their pockets, and nothing In their pockets but their 
hands. 
The rest are New Yorkers, a few who

edly for a time. The pier Is freighted with an ex­ 
pectant group of llglitly-costumed ladies, who have 
run down from the hotel to gratify an Innocent 
curiosity or to m eet a father, husband, beau or 
brother. Eight or ten well-dressed males go ashore, 
and presently tho steam er, like a well-trained driv­ 
ing

Illy as angels’ wings on the distant horizon of 
thcáoiind. 
Before us, as we steer straight for 
Jones’ docli, is a high and wavy range of lilils. The 
line breaks in front of u s ; a glen appears running 
low down to the w ater’s edge, and here, nestling 
ainld the litll peaks, half hid amid the foliage, Is the 
Wauwepek Hotel, The Hag above Its sum mit defines 
Itself brightly against tlie background of the green 
hillsides. No other house appears near. It Is alone 
amid the silence of the woods; but the crisping rip­ 
ples of the sea are at hand, 
and up and down 
stretches the calm blue Inlet, Inviting peace, repose 
nnd heavenly harmony. There Is bustle for a while 
on the long pier. There Is a coming and going of 
vehicles, a stream ing nut of passengers, a siiovlng 
to and fro of freight for this little place and that. 
The hotel has sent down all Its hum an life to w it­ 
ness the great event of the day—the arrival of the 
steam er. The old Frenchman who has been trving 
for years to m aster the linguistic difference between 
"How Is that for high" and "How Is th at for my- 
s c ir’ Is on hand, clad In a bnen suit and a pair of 
spectacles. Now we are on shore, with Cold Springs 
village a mile and a half to our right, up where tho 
w aters of the liilet lose themselves amid sandbars 
and guttering green marshes. Closed up like a 
wild flower In the depth of a m ountain gorge Is the 
sweet little 
VIM.AOE OF c o l d SPRINOS, 
almost two hundred years old, bigger a hundred 
years ago than when It was first established, but iio 
bigger to-day than a century since. It Is delightful 
to got from the fresh palut of our new creation, 
our seconil Genesis—all brick, brass vanity and 
hollowness—ilown to this little gem of antique stll- 
ness. Where the currents of llle feel no artificial 
stim ulus to exertion, but where "all is afternoon" 
and all things always seem the same. The old 
trees on the high hillside bend down and clasp 
m sympathetic embrace the old houses built when 
they were In tlioir green and voutliriil prime. Tiie 
seeming slum brousethernoatingoverthe venerable 
village lanes nnd .streets dl.spo.ses to ohli viousness of 
the active present, and takes the toncy back to the 
early days of small contentm euts and large meas­ 
ures of happiness and vlrtne. A mile away from 
the village we strike two clislybente sp riiu s within 
a few hundred feet of ( acU other. They are at the 
extrem e end of the inlet, and have been running 
for generations, free to all, rich and poor alike. 
They are on the property of a great man la these 
parts named Jones, who, wrapt up In the self-con­ 
ceit of obillnacv that romes of secure broad acres 
and long lineage, makes himself ilie Incubus on the 
laud around. 
He Is a dog-lii the-mnger kind of 
nian. 
He will not improve the prospect himself 
n or will he give an opportunity to otiiers to do so. 
Sentim ent aside, (.old Spring might have a great, 
prospeioiis present but for Jones. It might be 
known as extensively as Long Branch and Its tieau- 
ties have as many adm irers hut lor Joues. 
For uur 
part we should prefer to sec It as It Is ; but In the 
unselfish Interest ol its Inhabitants and the pnhllc 
generally we ask Joues to raise the blockaile to 
tills sweet retreat and render It the resort of the i- 
sandri. In place of the handful that now sees by 
dusty roods and in eonvenlence.s to m aks acquaint 
sncr with one of the oldest and uot least intertsi- 
Ing places on Long laiamf.

But back td p o r sioj-y of Fort Ulll. As wc said bo 


fere. It stands upon Lloyd’s Neck. Uoyd. who gave 
nex t to nothing and his name to thto headland, has 
been long since gathered to bis fathers. The gen. 
tlem an who now owns what la left of the o riin a l 
Uoyd’s prlnelpaUty Is Mr. Henry D, Lloyd. He lives 
In the old Uoyd homestead on the slope of a hill 
separated by a shallow valley from F ort Hill. He is 
a gentlem an of leUure, and, though hla baronial 
haU has had some rude buffetlngs from time ami 
the seasons, and Its style of architecture has been 
sadly eclipsed In splendor of design by more mod­ 
ern structures of the kind, It still preserves an air 
of aristocratic dignity. 
It Is a small model of 
W ashington’s wondertol house a t Mount Vernon. 
THE LADY WHO BUILT TUB IIAUNTBD UOl'SB. 
Some years since the wife of Mr. Lloyd conceived 
the Idea of building a residence on Fort Hill. 
No 
one, for obvious reasons, hsd yet ventured to think 
of erecting a private residence on this the finest 
Bite along the .Sound. 
Mystery piled upon mystery 
shrouded the old fort, until Its ruins seemed to 
w ear as feartol memories as clustered round the 
Castle of Dunkelth. The brave lady, familiar with 
every rood of land on the whole area of Lloyd s 
Neck, 
fearing 
nuthing 
and determ ined that 
such a spleudid 
situation 
should 
no longer 
remain a howling and dreaded w a s te -a scandal 
and reproach to hum an Intelligence-built a dweU- 
Ing of uo extraordinary pretentions, yet still Im­ 
posing and com fortably laid out. It was a souare 
house, windowed on all sides and surm ounted bv a 
cupola. It looked open, fair, frank and hospitable 
to the eye, and the last house In all the nefghbor- 
homl a stranger would be apt to credit was dls- 
turbed by superm undane agencies. 
How long 
Mi-s. Uoyd UVed there I 
am unable to say. 
The 
time, 
however, 
was 
very 
brief. 
Mr. 
Lloyd 
himself never 
spent 
a 
night 
under 
its 
roof. 
Long 
before a 
year 
had elapsed 
after Its completion it was deserted, and time 
rolled by without ever seeing IW doors opened 
again. The ghost stories of former days were 
soon revived with tenfold luteusity all over the 
Neck, perm eating Into the surrounding villages, 
chilling the hearts of village swains and maidens. 
After a time the dwelling on Fort Hill was pointed 
out to every stranger passing by on the boats as 
the haunted house. After dark no man In his aver- 
age senses would venture even on the extensive 
grounds around the place, not to spqak of entering 
the house. 
TWO FE8TITK OnOOT SEEKERS. 
Two men named Collins and Lambert, ol Brook­ 
lyn, who happened to be passing a brief season at 
Oyster Bay, determ ined one evening to venture 
over and tem pt the terrors of the haunted house. 
They were eulogized as two very brave men and 
the best wishes of Oyster Bay, drunk standing, ao- 
companled them on their departure. Instructions 
were left the boatm en who landed them s t Upyd’s 
dock to call for them n ex t day a t noon If they failed 
to make their appearance. Tlio precaution proved 
needless. They started, provided with a liberal 
demijohn of whiskey, brace of revolvers and pipes. 
They returned at different hours n ex t day and thclr 
stories proved of the w ildest character. Collins said 
when he got In front of the house, with the Inten­ 
tion of giving a loud knock at tho door, he was 
struck In the back w ith a cannon ball, and he 
brought back tho ball to corroborate his story. He 
also showed the m ark It made on his back. Lam­ 
bert, however, rallied Cofllns on this Incident and 
declared ho only fell on a cannop bgli and then 
picked It up to see w hat on earth It was. 
HOW LAMBERT BIO THE ODOBTS DBPIANCB. 
Lam bert said he w ent to the back of the house 
while ColUns rem ained In front, pulled his revolver 
and swore loud enough for half the ghosts In Chris­ 
tendom to hear him th at If any son of a sea- 
cook 
attem pted 
to 
escape 
th at 
way 
he 
would 
shoot 
him 
on tho 
spot. 
At 
the 
sam e 
m om ent 
he 
heard 
a

behind him like the tiling of old shoe leather, and, 
turning, saw a cow chewing away and moving over 
tow arils a barn. He said lie experienced a slight 
shiver just then, as It was a pure white cow and 
looked ghostly. Directly followed another black as 
the ace of spates, another red as the comb of a 
turkey gobbler, and still another exactly red, white 
and blue. They walked Into tho bafn, though he 
could sw ear on a stack of Bibles the door was 
closed. This be determ ined to test, and taking one 
ex tra stiff six-inch born of whiskey he went for 
the barn door, and, sure cnongb, it was closed and 
locked. Here be tried 
ANOTHER HORN UF W HISKEY, 
as he vowed he should see If the cows were inside 
or perish. The door was unloosened, but he found 
it hard work to open It wide enough to g et In.

*THB VENTURE OF POOR PAT M’CABB. 
An Irish pilot, nam ed P at McCabe, from New 
Rochelle, started on a w ager of $10 to explore 
nut alone the bouse, bnt the lake.

saw, but What, through the m eans of an aecklent, 
he suddenly expected to see.

A PANIC-STHICKKN 
FARMER. 
The road to Fort Hill la winding and puzzling. A 
farm er from H untingdon, with his wagon, was 
caught there one night after sundown, while it was 
raining. He got out to reconnoitre, to see If a 
frlcndlv house was anywhere In sight. He had his 
um brella up, and his m ind was In no enviable mood. 
Suddenly the um brella was caught and held on tho 
outside as If by an Invisible agency, for the trees 
w ere wide a p a rt Feeling sure one of the ubiqui­ 
tous ghosts of Fort Hill held It In his grasp, he

Presbyterian, Hahnemann, Ilomceopathic 
and St. Francis’ Hospitals. 


The attractlYe force of large cities, causing the 
gathering of vast bodies of hum an beings, and with 
l u constant tendency to still further Increase, is a 
prolific source for the necessity for hospitals In such 
places as New York. Tho philanthropy and liber­ 
ality of all classes of our clllzens are constantly In 
operation to make provisions for this w a n t Within 
a few weeks an Institution has been opened for the 
reception of patients, w ithout distinction of creed 
or naUonaUty, under the auspices of the Jewish de 
nomination, and early In the present year the. 
Uoosovelt Hospital was also thrown open for the 
protection and relief of the suffering sick. Several 
other enterprises, which It Is our purpose to notice 
In this article, are now In progress, and when fin­ 
ished will be the means of adding to the tocllltlos 
for thb prom pt and sktltol treatm ent of all classes 
of 
diseases, 
particularly 
among 
tho 
poor. 
Large cities have oecn designated "the graves of 
m ankind." Vital statistics go to show th at the 
population of several of the larger cities of the 
world Is only m aintained 
by tho Influx from 
healthier districts. In this respect New York, with 
Its large foreign Immigration, Is hardly an excep­ 
tion. As a general toct cities are the resort of 
many friendless stran g ers; casualties arc frequent 
In the crowded streets and In various Industrial 
pursuits; sickness In Its prevailing forms there 
finds the m ost numerous subjects among the 
poorer classes, who are least able to procure or bear 
the expense of proper medical aid and attendance. 
Hence the necessity for places of refuge and relief 
tor the sick and suffering in large cities is uni­ 
versally acknowledged. And on reference to foreign 
cities it appears that w herever the governm ent has 
not undertaken the collection and control of the 
alms of 
the 
community 
for 
such purposes, 
nor the m inisters of religion by consent or appoint­ 
m ent assumed the charge, the necessity has been 
m et by organized action and the liberality of the 
people. 
Indeed, It Is adm itted th at bnt for the 
private charities in New York, aided as they are by 
State and city donations, there would be a vast 
am ount of sickness and suffering go unrelieved. 
Foreign and American Hospitals. 
In London and Paris tho hospitals both care for 
out and Indoor patients; New York hospitals, with 
a few exceptions, for Indoor patients only. There 
the hospital and dispensary being united under one 
general system and order, constitute one establisn- 
m ent. Here the dispensary Is separate, where the 
ontdoor poor resort for medicine, medical and sur­ 
gical advice and treatm ent, which are gratuitously 
given. The immense burden thus lifted from the 
hospitals by these admirable Institutions will ap­

1871 an aggregate of 260,000 patienta.

to tho foregoing offlcial figures the dispensary pa­ 
tients In the same num ber of Instltullons were 
nearly sevenfold greater than tho num ber of hos- 
p lu i patients. 
The Presbyterian Hospital. 
On the 28th Fcbrnary, 1808, an act was passed by 
th^Leglslature to found a Presbyterian hospital in 
this city. Tho object of the society Incorporated 
was to establish and support an Institution to af­ 
ford medical and surgical aid to sick or disabled 
persons, and to provide them while Inm ates of the 
hospital with the m inistrations of the Gospel agree­ 
ably to the doctrine and form of the Presbyterian

I cases, Ac. The second and third stories afford accom­ 
modation for the house physician and other oUlcers.

In the attic, at either side of tho chapel, are the 
servants’ rooms. 
BOILER HOUSE. 
Tho holler house, In the rear, fhlrty-tonr feet by 
sixty feet, cont ilns in the basenioni story (about 
I ten feet below basornents of other buildings) a laun­ 
dry, and a boiler and engine room. The drying and 
ironing rooms are on the fii-st floor. All the heating 
' and steam power required throughout the hospital

VLSIT OF MAN AUERS. 
The hospital when completed will have two ad­ 
ditional pavlilons. Tho portion above described— 
tho adm inistrative building, the boiler house and 
north pavilion—were visited last month by the 
Board of M anagers and the various departm ents 
exam ined. The arrangem ents for ventilation—for 
supplying fresh air through the wards and for con­ 
ducting the foul air to the lolts above tho attic 
sto ry -a re very complete. It is exnectjd th at the 
hospital win be ready to reojlve patients alxiut the 
first of n ex t October.

AN ENDOWMENT FUND. 
The Board of Managers, with a view to a perm a­ 
n ent Income sufficient tor the scope of the hospital 
operations, have determ ined to effect Its endow­ 
ment. in accordance with this design the Presi­ 
dent, Mr. Jam es Lenox, at a m eeting of the Board 
of Trustees In February last, Inaugurated a move­ 
m ent tor that purpose by announcing his intention 
to contribute $60,000, $100.000 or $126.000 as soon as 
a like am ount shall have been contributed by 
others. 
Mr. 
Lenox has 
already 
contributed 
$260,000, and there Is no doubt that his munificent 
offer win soon be made available. The entire cost 
of the building will be $36o,ooo. 
The Hahnem ann Hospital. 
About three-quarters or a century ago Dr. Hahne­ 
m ann, a German physician, originated the homa-o- 
pathic system of treatm ent In medical and surgical 
cases. 
It did not m eet at first with great en­ 
couragem ent, but It found devoted disciples, aud 
after a time the rem arkable num ber of cures effected 
brought the system Into favor. Drs. Gramm and 
Herring were the pioneers of tho practice In the 
United States. There are now nine or ten colleges 
In different p arts of the country, and the Institu­ 
tion in New York graduated thlrty-nlnc students at 
the conclusion of Its last term . Ttio Hahnem ann 
Hospital, which now affords medical treatm ent to 
about fifty patients, has been for some tim e tem­ 
porarily located on FUtv-flfth street, near Hecond 
aveque, but It has been found necessary to obtain 
larger and more suitable accommodations. 
The 
offlcers, directors and Medical Board are among 
the m ost prom inent and philanthropic of our citi­ 
zens and nhyslclans, aud through their e.xertlons a 
g rant of fourteen lots us a site for the erection of a 
new hospital has been obtained, at a nominal rent, 
from the city, and a sufllclent fund raised to en­

LOCATION AND DESION. 
The new Hahnem ann Hospital Is to be situated 
on the east side of Fourth avenue, between Blxty- 
fleventh and Slxtv-elghth s tre e ts-th e site granted 
by the cltv. According to the plans prepared by 
Mr, George Ilatliorno, tho architect. It is to consist 
of a central bulhllng, with two 
wings, one 
on 
each 
side, 
which 
are 
entirely 
isolated 
from each other and from the centre build­ 
ing, with tho exception of a corridor to be 
on the first flour, riiniilug the entire length of the 
block an d 'n n ltin g the three buildings. This will 
give a frontage on the avenue 01 nearly two hun­ 
dred feet. Tho hospital Is to be In tho medlmval, 
picturesque style, with handsome towers crowning 
the centre and com ers of the edifice. The adminis­ 
trative building, between the two wings, is to be 
slightly advanced, in order to give It greater prom: 
Inenco. It is to bo three stories high, with a front 
of fifty feet on the avenue and a depth of sixty feet. 
It Is to be approached by a covered éarrlage way and 
road and will form tho main entrance to the hospi­ 
tal. The interior distribution is to be In spacious 
and well-lighted rooms, to contain all the con­ 
veniences required. 
Besides oillpes and ap art­ 
m ents for officers In this building there are to be 
library room, two private wards, a professors’ 
room, museum and alargo clinical lecture room and 
operating theatre. 
A SPACIOUS LIFT 
or elevator for patienta subject to operation Is to 


floors, opening at the central corridors. By this 
means there will be a perfect connection between 
the operating theatre and clinical lecture hall with 
the wards ol the pavilions. This hull Is to be ar­ 
ranged with circular and rapidly descending seats 
toward the lecture table, without obstructing col­ 
umns to interfere with a full view of the wble 
from each seat. The hall Is to have a domed cell­ 
ing, with light from aimvo Immediately over tho 
operating table. The different stories of the ad­ 
m inistration building are each fifteen feet in height, 
with the exception of the upper, a lecture ball, 
which has a height of 26 feet, as It extends to the 
domed roof. 
THE PAYtLIONA 
The pavl’lons are to be north and sonth of the ad­ 
m inistrative building above described, and con 
nected on the first floor by the c o iy w S t s to th( 
wards. The mole and female departm ents m ust be 
to t h e 


placed one In each pavilion, thus m aking the most 
complete separation. 
Tlieso pavilions are to con­ 
tain the wards for the sick, located on the first, 
second an<l third stories respectively. 
Each ward 
Is to be 70 leet long, 2-t feet wide and 16 feet In 
height. There Is to lie aeeommo<liition In eaeh of 
them for tw enty beds, thus giving each patient over 
one thousand Uire«. hundred feet of cubic air. 
INTKRIUH ECONOMY. 
A small kitchen and a dining room arc proYldcd 
for each ward for convalescent patienta, thus 
avoiding the disagreeable aii<l Injurious alternative 
of taking foo<l constantly Into the wards. The baths, 
lavatories, Ac., are arranged at the rear of the wards 
and are to be so planned and ventilated th at 
they can in no way affect the air. At each corner 
of the ward Is an opening tor a fireplace. A small 
passage or hallway Is to-connect the corridors of the 
pavilions of each floor .with the circular balconies 
or verandahs across the front or Fourth avenue face 
of the pavilions. These are to be broad and am ­ 
ple, with a protecting roof, and are for the use of 
convalescent patients. As they are to he removed 
from the main wards, they can be used without 
causing annoyance to the sick, and will not ob­ 
struct the air and sunlight of the wards. On the 
third floor, and stretching across the entire front, 
and opening on to the balcony, Is to l>e a cheerful 
room, intended tor a ward library. It Is also In­ 
tended to be used as a social or aimisoment hall, to 
contain newspapers, a piano, easy chairs, and pic­ 
tures—In short, everything conducive to tho relief 
and conifoit of the patients, m eutai as well as phys­ 
ical, 
VENTILATION. 
The Hahnemann Hospital will be constructed of 
double brick walls, enclosing an air space to protect 
the Interior from the sudden changes of tem pera­ 
ture and from dampness. 
Within this walls are to 
be series of lubes or fines Intended for the wards, 
one tor each bed, with openings at the floor and at 
the ceilings. These ventilating ducts are to torinl- 
nate in the attics In large reservoirs for foul air. 
Tills system Is sim ilar to the one In operation In the 
Presby terian Hospital. The reservoirs are to con­ 
tain colls of steam pipes to further rarlfy and accel­ 
erate the removal of the air through the ventilation 
of the roof. The great Importance of pure air has 
received special attention irom the architect. 
HE ATINO, 
The heating of a hospital is a question Involving 
much of Importance. 
Defective arrangem ents for 
this purpose m ust resiilt In atm ospheric deteriora­ 
tion or contamination. Tho new building Is to bo 
heated by steam , to be conveyed In pipes to the 
suh-celiars, which arc to contain the air reservoirs 
and the colls of st<‘am pipes. From these run tho 
ducts containing the heated air Intended lor the 
different wards and departm ents. 
Tnese are to ho 
controlled and regulated by valves In the rooms, 
and are to be so constructed as to adm it cold as 
well os warm air, according to the season and the 
tem perature requlreil. 
Tho air for these reser­ 
voirs will be supplied from a large shaft, specially 
constructed outside the bnlldlngs, ami wlilcli is to 
take the air from a height where it Is not liable to 
contam ination. 
•«- 
CA ÍA riTY . 
The capacity of the entire hospital is estim ated at 
160 patients. This number can l>e easily increas. d 
to 2U0 If thought desirable to add an additional 
story to the pavilions. It Is considered that 150 are 
as many, as a hospital should contain. 
1 he ten­ 
dency now seems to be to break up large Institu­ 
tions an<l construct smaller ones at points more or 
less remote from oue anotlior. According to Mr. 
G. riathorne’s plans, one of the pavlllous of tho 
Hahnemann Hospital may be constructed without 
the centre or adm inistrative building, ami answ er 
all immediate purposes, adm inistrative.as well a.s 
waM work. 
It thus avoids a large p resm t outlay 
until such time as it Is convenient for tlie building 
of the whole, and enable work to he commenced at 
once anti the hospital pur In early operation. Ad­ 
mission to patients will be free. Tho estim ated 
cost of the (list pavilion Is $80,0(X); oi tho entire 
bunding $300,000. 
H o m o eo p a fltlc 8 n r ||i r a t H o s p ita l. 
At the lost scs.don of the Lcgi.slature a new char­ 
ter w;is granted to this Institution. Tho Ineorpo- 
l utoishave secured a site mtioinlngthe Gphthalniic 
Hospital, corner Tweriiy-thlrd street and ThlM 
avenue, and the preliminary work, now lu progress 
for the erection of a new building, is to be vigor­ 
ously prosecuted nntll It is flnl.she<l. It Is expected 
to b e in readiness fur occupation in almut four 
months from this date. The insiltutlon commends 
Itse.f to the benevo'.ent, for It will establish upon 
the lino of one of our greatest thoroughfares, ami 
In the Immediate vicinity of a crowded manufac­ 
turing district, a hospital in which the victim of an 
injury or an accident may receive both immediate 
relief ami perm anent treatm ent. Those especially 
who have learned to a tu c h a high value to the 
homd-opathic treatm ent of disease wilt feel that 
this charity is highly descivliig, since It offers to 
the maimed and suiTerliignoor. flee of charge, a<l- 
vuntagcs which are now mr the first time in this 
city placed within their reach.

The building will front twenty-five feet on Twenty- 
third street, and Is to he so arranged as to form a 
continuation of the ophthalmic Hospital. It will be 
unliorni with that im*t tutlon-flve stories high, 
With bafi««Deut and Mam-arU roo^ ana toghty-¿va 


toet in height. Philadelphia brick with brown stone 
trlnuiilngH are the m aterials to be used.

T h e E n i c a r y o f P r a y e r —J o h n B a lP a M o st 
S e rto n s J o k e . 
LOKDOW, August 3, 1872. 
The English Journals have been discussing for the 
last few weeKs a very queer theological question. 
Your readers arc aw are th a t one of the funda­ 
m ental doctrines of the Positivists and o th er anti- 
religious thinkers Is a denial of the efficacy of 
prayer. “ Things,” tliey say, “obey n atu ra l laws, 
and these laws cannot be Interfered w ith ." Pro­ 
fessor Tyudall, who holds a position of some emi- 
uenoo am ong English scientific men, has lately 
hroúg'lit forward a rath er startling jiroposal to this 
iffe ct:—“ Lot," he says, “an hospital bo founded In 
which there shall be tw o wards. 
Let prsjrers be 
offered up for the Inm ates of one ward and no 
prayers for tho Inm ates of the other, and tnen, 
let us at the end of a certain nim iber of yeais, rom- 
pare the luorU lity of the two wards and thus test

w ith It very ftilly. He goes much beyond Dr. Tyn­ 
dall ; for he aays th at praver has already been tried 
and already tound w anting. He p o ln u out that 
though, in both P ro testan t and Cfathollc natlona, 
the sovereign Is m ore constantly prayed for than 
any of his subjects, seeing th at public prayer lor 
him la luoluded in every ritual, the average life of 
royalty lu Europe during the p ast century is only 
«4.04 years, w hereas th at of ordinary gentlefolk is 
,0.22. M oreover, It would be expected tliat clergy­ 
m en, v«iose profession It is to pray, and who cer­ 
tainly are not likely to forget them selves In tbelr 
devotions, would live longer than licentious law­ 
yers and sceptical doctors, who neither p ray for 
them selves nor have any special lltanlca for their 
benefit; but an exam ination of the lista of “ persona 
of Hufilcleua note to have had chelr Uvea recorded 
in s biographical dictionary" does not prove It. 
“The value of life," says Mr. Galton, “am ong the 
clergy, lawyers and medical men is aa ««.42, «6,51 
and 07.04 respectively, tho clergy being the shortest 
lived of the three. Hence the prayers of the clergy 
lor protection against the perils and dangers of the 
Hight, for protection during tho day and for re­ 
covery from sickness, appear to be futile In resu lt." 
Mr. Ualton goes ou to any -.—'•It appears th at, lu all 
conntrles and in all creeds, the priests urge the 
p atien t to pray for Ills own recovery, and the 
p atieu t’a friends to aid him w ith their p rayers; but 
th at the doctois inakenoaccouut w hatever of their 
spiritual agencies, uuless the office of p riest and 
medical m an bo combined In the sam e Individual. 
The m edical works of m odern Europe teem with 
records of individual Uluesses and of broad averages 
ofülaease, but I have boeu able to discover hardly 
any In su n ce In which a m edical m an of any repute 
has attrib u ted recovery to the Influeuce or prayer. 
There Is uot a single Instance tp my knowledge. In 
which papers road before statistical societies have 
recognized the agency of prayer either on disease 
or on anything else. The universal habit of tho 
scleutlUc world to Ignore the agency of prayer la a 
very Im portant fact. To fully appreciate the ‘elo­ 
quence of tho alienee’ of m edical m en we m ust bear 
in m ind the care with which they endeavor to as­ 
sign a sanatory value to every Inrtuence. Had 
prayers lor the sick any notable effect it is Incredi­ 
ble b u t th a t the doctors, who are alwavs on tho 
w atch for such things, should have observed It, and 
added their Influence to th a t of the priests tow ards 
o btaining them for every sick man. U they abstain 
from doing so It Is not because their attention has 
never been aw akened to the possible efficacy of 
prayer, but, on the contrary, th at although they 
have heard It luststed ou from childhood upwards, 
they are unable to detect Its influeuoe. Most people 
have som e general belief In the objective efficacy of 
prayer, but none seem willing to adm it Its action 
lu those special cases of w'hlcli they have scientific 
cogulzance." 
Now, I do not think It Is a t all necessary to point 
out at any length to your readers th e Inherent 
fallacy of argum ent like this. In the first place It 
assum es th at God’s will and the will of the creature 
who prays to him are one and ttm sam e. It as­ 
sum es th a t Oo<l thinks as we think, Chat lobg life Is 
a g reat blessing; but are they not Innum erable, 
those 
to whom long 
life has 
been a curse, 
n o t a blessing r And m ay not God, therelore, 
be frequently 
consulting our 
own real hap­ 
piness—which 
Is 
really 
w hat 
we 
ask 
him 
to do—In retusing 
to g ran t 
our 
praver for 
long life. And again, if God be om nipotent Is It 
not a contradiction In term s to propose th at we 
Bboulil coerce Him Into grautlng our prayers. The 
Spectator ot to-day contains tho following exceBent 
com m ents on Captain Gallon’s p rayer:— 
“ We will not answ er this astounding argum ent, 
as we m ight at first sight feel Inclined to do, by de­ 
claring it phyaiciam gone wild, a direct attem pt to 
w eigh m ental consequences in a p air of brass 
scales, or by poiutlng out that, according to the 
Christian belief which Captain Galton Is attacking, 
God has expressly declared th at He does not llmTt 
Hla 
benevolence 
by m en’s 
deserving, raining 
equally on the Juat and unjust, or by asking Captain 
Gallon for proof that his pious persons ever pray 
carneatly w ithout the earnest addition of a prayer 
th at God’s will shall be done and not theirs, nut 
will m eet him face to face on his own ground, with 
his own method and with a blank denlaL In two 
cases, BO large an d so visible as to be b etter than 
any of his own. persons about whom the presum p­ 
tion alike of prayer and of a prayerful spirit Is 
greater than It Is about any ot those he names, 
have l>eeu enormously, alm ost m iraculously suc- 
cessffil. If It can be asserted of any hum an beings 
th at they prayifd for the diffusion of their ideas of 
faith It can be asserted about tho early Christians. 
If It can be asserted about any prayer th at It in­ 
volved an antecedent Improbability of realization. 
It can be asserted about th at particular prayer. 
And in spite of all circum stances, of the reluctance 
of 
mankind, of 
the 
horror-struck resistance 
those 
rcak- 
nesB, as Captain Oalton would say, of those ideas— 
th at prayer was heard, those ideas w ere diffused, 
th at faith la the faith of tho peoples who control 
the world. It Is n ot we who are preasing th at kind 
of evidence for p ra v er; we are simply accepting 
C aptain Galton’s method and giving him au over­ 
whelm ing instance of a cause which was hopeless, 
which w as prayed for and which did win. The 
other Instance la an even stronger one on Oaptalu 
Galtou’s system of proof. 
He says th at God Is In­ 
cessantly asked to grant Sovereigns long life, and 
they die quicker than other people. We say lu re­ 
tu rn th at God is perpetually asked In the sam e for­ 
m al way to protect the Papacy, and th at In spite of 
all circum stances, of all oppositions, of, as we 
think. Its own inherent and necessary tendency to 
d eath -Itap rcten slo n s being baseless—the Papacy 
endures through the ages, and seems, as Macaulav 
lid, as If It m ight survive all existing Instltutloi 
We do not say poet hoc, ergo propter hoc—in the 
second In.stance we could not say It—but Captain 
Oalton, bv the law of his m ethod, is bound to say it 
lor us. 
If the absence of protection lor churches 
from lightulng and of kings from early death are 
proofs th at prayer la useless, then the victory of 
Christianity and the durability of the Popedom are 
greater, because more certain and visible proofs 
th at p rayer Is useful."

and 
doctrines of devils.” The divinely commlsslonctl 
seer for the New Jerusalem dLspensatlon, which is 
now being established on earth, Em m anuel Sweden­ 
borg, assures us from actual observation in the 
spiritual world, and from a most Intim ate knowl­ 
edge of the laws of th at world, and of spiritual In­ 
tercourse with and Infiux Into this world, “ that to 
speak with angels of heaven is granted to none but 
such as are grounded In trutlis originating In good, 
especially In the acknowledgm ent of the Lord and 
of the divinity In His hum anity ; this being the 
tru th In which the heavens are established. For tho 
Lord U the God of h eaven; the Lord’s divine sphere 
constitutes heaven, and the Lord’s divine sphere In 
heaven Is love to Him and charity toward* the 
neighbor derived from Him.”

A P ra yin g Maetoino In C hin a. 
[From the Shanghae Budget. July «.] 
We have been favored w ith an opportunity of In­ 
specting a Mongolian praying machine, “ Hu-Iung- 
tung,” recently received by Mr. George Stent, 
along w ith o ther literary troasurea, from a friend 
In Pekin, whose zeal In exploring the less fre­ 
quented byways of Chinese and M ongolian litera­ 
tu re 18 w orthy of all com m endation. The m eaning 
of the nam e “Hu-lung-tung" la said to be "Mon- 
gollan Dragon C ave;” the Idea appearing to be 
th a t the use of the machine la to gain access for 
the aspirations of the person using It Into tue 
secret retreat of the sacred Dragon. The m achine 
Itself Is a red copper cylinder about five Inches 
long and three Inches in diam eter. The bottom 
and top, of the sam e m aterial, are both rem ovable; 
111 the centre of the bottom is a hole, through 
which a copper pin about seven inches long passes 
and fits into a socket in the centre of the Inner 
surface of the lid. Holding this pin In the le 11 hand, 
aud giving to the m achine a revolving m otion with 
the right, it can bo kept aplnning rapidly round by 
the same rotary action of the one hand, as an ac­ 
robat uses m supporting bowls, saucers, Ac., on 
the top of a wand. Tho outer surface of the 
cylinder la divided by chaseil scrollrwork Into 
five panels, on each of which is a Sanskrit 
character standing out In bas-relict, the whole 
lorm lngthe Buddhist ejaculatury p ray er:—o m i 
pat m a horn ; of tho precise significance of which 
we m ust confess our Ignorance. Of course the Idea 
Is th at the more frequent the revolutions of the 
machine the g reater the m erit of the revolutionist. 
Accompanying the machine are an im mense num ­ 
ber of paper slips on which are p rinted prayers In 
.Sanskrit. There are also tw o volumes which are 
filled with a catalogue of various titles and a ttri­ 
butes of Buddha, printed In Sanskrit, Mongolian 
and Chinese. Of these the following may servo as 
specim ens:—“Pearly bright Buddha," “llon-jawed 
Buddha,” “golden m ouuialn B.," “peacock-voiced 
R.," “lightnings’ brilliance B.," “Peachy moon B.,"

The only 
active Greeley man among them is Nathaniel 
Meade, who has been a life-long democrat, and was 
dnrlng the war a copperhead.

All bnt one of those mentioned are venerable men, 
possessing property and influence. This neighbor­ 
hood was once one of the many termini of the “un­

Several Of these gray-halred Qnakers have given 
shelter, food and comfort to the fugitives on their 
way to Canada, and many stories are told of the 
days when the kidnappers and constables used to 
ransack the farm houses and barns In search of 
their Imman prey.

there died two years ago one of the men who used 
often to show his friendship for those runaway 
slaves. He was a Friend, and was remarkable as 
a sort of oracle of the country side, whose multltu- 
dlnons proverbs were In every one’s month. Two 
sons remain, one of whom tills the old estate. 
Both of them are Grant men. 
Another Quaker, who la familiarly known In all 
this region as 
“UNCLE BILLY,” 
becaose, perhaps, of his patriarchal character, re­ 
sides two miles from the village. He very seldom 
votes, and so cannot be said to snpport any one. 
He has, however, a certain mythical reverence for 
Greeley 
which 
he 
himself 
cannot 
explain. 
The feeling of brotherhood mentioned in my 
former letter 1s the secret of this strange alle­ 
giance. Greeley and he were bora about the same 
time, and while Greeley was plodding through the 
woods of New York and Pennsylvania, from print­ 
ing oifice to printing office, in search of fortune, he 
was clearing ftom the land which now composes 
his fine farm the primeval growth of forest. 
He 
leased It from the old patroon. Van Rensselaer, 
whose grant from the Ring covered such a wide ex­ 
tent of magnificent country. The soil Is now hto 
own, however, or bis son’s, as to also that for which 
he at first paid rent to old 
Jimmie Dnane, 
who owned the whole town of Dnaneaburg 
and whose now decayed and empty mansion, buJlt 
In pretentious style for its dav, stiu overlooks tho 
wide valley. The village ol Duanesburg lies at the 
foot of the *hlll upon which It 1s situated, and is 
quite a pretty place. Here 
“OLn JIMMY O’NEIL” 
la the owner of the countrv store, and la the prin­ 
cipal and rlcheai realdent. He waaborn In Ireland. 
Fifty or alxtv yeara ago he came to America, ami 
was bnffl-ted about roughly by tho billows of for­ 
tune until he secured a foothold In this part of the 
country. He now owns most ol the land that was

He to anything but liberal with his purse, ami a 
proverb about him says that "he lieglns his giving 
on Momlay morning—the man who comes first be­ 
ing first served-that to, gsttins all that he will 
give away, which Is—nothing.’’ He is a stanch 
supporter of General Grant. Squire Case, the Post- 
mastor of the village. Is also “on the same side of 
the fence,’' as a matter of course. 
TUB YOUNO MEN FOR GRANT. 
With a few such exceptions as these, where the men 
are wealthv or are omce-holders, I find that almost 
all of the Old men In the mral districts are in favor 
of Greeley, while the yonng men are in the majority 
for Grant. Of two larm laborers whom I Inter­ 
viewed, one of them, who had worked for wages all 
his life until he was gray and tent, pronounced for 
Greelcv, with a quiet exhibition of lalth, and the 
other ‘for Grant, with sarcastic allnslons to the 
humorous points of Greeley’s character, 
lie 
seemed to anhor siding with the ridiculous. 
Many petty village politicians complain that the 
county republican politics are controlled by cau­ 
c u s e s which might well be denomiuiited “rings,” 
engineered by metropolitan wire pullers. If this Is 
the case throughout the State the Grant party must 
certainly be well organized. 
Great excitem ent Is produced here by the tact 
that General G rant win be at Saratoga Springs to­ 
day. and a special train which was run there by 
the new railroad was crowded by rustic sight­ 
seers.

was not without its effect; and in order to 
insure such laws as would secure the fruits of 
the victory won at the ballot box the reform 
vote gave the republicans twenty-five State 
Senators out of thirty-two and ninety-seven 
Assemblymen out of one hundred and twenty- 
eight. 
This large 
majority—over three- 
fourths in each house of the Legislature—was 
designed to place in the hands of the repub­ 
licans the full power of oontrollmg legislation 
against any opposition, and of overriding, if 
necessary, the veto of a democratic Executive.

From a special despatch, dated at the cross­ 
ing of James River, in Dakotah, on the 2‘2d, 
it appears that actual Indian hostilities exist 
along the proposed line of the Northern Pacific 
railway. 
A military force, assigned to the 
duty of escorting the surveying party engaged 
in selecting and designating the route between 
the Red River of the North and the Upper 
Missouri, was, on the 19th, attacked by a band 
of Sioux, the tribe of our recent visitor Spotted 
Tail, who on all sides menaced the expedition. 
Of course discipline, science and good arms 
were more than a match for Indian ferocity 
and savage courage. 
As is the universal rule, 
the red men paid the penalty of their temerity 
by defeat, with considerable slaughter, while 
our forces were not seriously harmed. 
There 
may be more of the bloody work. 
If so the 
results will be the same in kind, with varying 
details. 
Civilization is too strong for barbar­ 
ism; its westward march is irresistible, and 
whatever opposes it will be ground to pow­ 
der. 
Not 
only in 
Dakotah 
ere 
there 
mutterings of Indian trouble; Utah and 
New Mexico present similar scenes. 
The 
Utes protest against white oncroachnient and 
ask relief in the State of tho Latter Day 
Saints, while further south Lone Wolf bowls 
for the enlargement of Santanna, imprisoned 
for murder, and demands the restitution to 
his unruly band of Kioways of all the territory 
between the Missouri aud the Rio Grande del 
Norte, a tract six to eight hundred miles wid& 
If these conditions are complied with the 
prowling Chief of the Kioways will promise 
peace with his white brothers. 
Our railroads and telegraphs are fast erasing 
from the map tho "Groat American Desert,” 
which for centuries su.stained herds of count­ 
less bufialoes and furnished food for tho Indian 
hunters. 
White settlors and hunters with 
plough and rifle every year circumscribe the 
buffalo range and curtail their numbers; and 
it is rapidly becoming to the Indians a ques­ 
tion whether they will quit predatory life and 
the chose, go to work like white men, or 
starve. Their accustomed food disappears. 
Unwilling to work and 
ignorant of tho 
methods of industrious life, they ore naturally 
perplexed and quarrelsome. 
In every eucoun- 
ter with our forces they are defeated. Govern­ 
ment offers them reservations where they may 
be protected from encroachment, and where, If 
they will work, they may live in peace and 
plenty. But it is bard to teach the wild men 
the way of civilization.

It has never been our good or bad fortune

make money at tho expense of the many who 
are called but not chosen. 
Viewing camp 
meetings either in their social or in their re­ 
ligious aspects we have never been able to 
comprehend why such unlimited license of 
word and deed shonld be granted to dwellers 
in the tented grove which would not be 
allowed 
nor 
be 
expected 
in 
the 
private 
dwelling 
or 
in 
the 
church. 
We 
cannot 
see 
tho 
propriety 
of 
a 
score or a hundred men and women jump­ 
ing upon the seats in a church as politicians 
do at mass meetings, and shouting ‘ ‘ Hnrrah for 
Jesus,” and clapping hands and falling on 
each others’ shoulders and necks and bellowing 
like maniacs let loose from bedlam. And if there 
is no propriety in acting thus in a church, by 
what law aud under the operation of what 
principle of physics or of morals is it permis­ 
sible in a grove church ? 
The Apostle Paul 
must have had some experience with highly 
emotional churches in his day, else he never 
would have written to the Corinthians as he 
did, cautioning them against all talking at 
once. 
He recommends the Christian breth­ 
ren when assembred together to prophesy one 
by one, that all may leam and all may be 
comforted, and he fsrestolls the objections of 
some, who think they cannot repress their en^ 
thusiasm, by assuring them that the spirits of 
the prophets are subject to the prophets. And 
there are many in the Chnroh who think they 
are led by 
the 
Holy 
Spirit into these 
excesses, and to all 
such 
the 
Apostle 
declares that 
God 
is 
not 
the author 
of confusion, but of peace. 
While tho indi­ 
vidual soul may be benefited and relieved by a 
good shout or a hallelujah once and again, it 
is unquestionably true that strangers, and 
especially irreligious persons, are not edified, 
but, on the contrary, they receive the impres­ 
sion which Paul declared the unlearned and 
unbelievers would receive upon entering such 


prominent camp meetings of the country yet 
to be held, and their managore can make them 
models of Christian decorum if they will, and 
uot permit a repetition of scenes which have 
disgraced other meetings, such as jumping 
about like lunatics, and promiscuous hugging, 
which is condemned by one of the leading 
Methodist papers of this city, in its last issue. 
Such scenes are a blot not only on Methodism, 
but on Christianity itself, and they give to the 
public that false impression of camp meetings 
which so generaUy, even almost universally, 
prevails.

Whatever the causes, it is apparent on all 
sides that, since the late North Carolina elec­ 
tion, there has been a reaction in the tide of 
public opinion on the Presidential question. 
From the Baltimore Convention, which pro­ 
claimed the Cincinnati liberal republican can­ 
didates, Greeley and Brown, the democratic 
ticket and the Cincinnati liberal resolutions, 
the democratic platform, down to the election 
in North Carolina, there were such signs and 
manifestations of a general popular uprising in 
favor of “Greeley, Brown and reforin” os to 
justify the impression that we are in the 
midst of an irresistible political revolution. 
Nor can it be questioned that the first election 
reports from North Carolina greatly strength­ 
ened this widely porvailing opinion. 
But 
when the distant election districts and the 
back counties wore all in, and it was ascer­ 
tained that the republicans had secured the 
Governor, which was the Presidential test in 
tho election, and the accepted test on both 
sides os between Grant and Greeley, there 
was an abatement in the democratic enthu­ 
siasm for Greeley, and the tide of public 
sentiment began to change in favor of G rant 
The substantial fruits of the North Carolina 
election in securing the Legislature, which is 
to elect a United States Senator, and in secur­ 
ing a majority of the Congressmen, were 
reaped by the democrats; but the Presidential 
test was upon the Governor, and here the 
moral result was,,as we have indicated, 
democratic defeat which changed the whole 
aspect of the national battie field. 
The 
Greeley republicans may have materially 
strengthened tho democratic party in this North 
Carolina contest; but with the general knowl­ 
edge of their failure to elect, as the balance 
of power, the democratic candidate for Gover­ 
nor, began this general decline in the demo­ 
cratic enthusiasm for Greeley.

But eccentricity manifests itself in other 
forms besides these in camp meetings.

seen and heard in its most Itidicroas light in 
songs and prayers, and sometimes in preach­ 
ing. 
Some of the most meaningless twaddle 
that can be gathered together is heard on camp 
grounds and posses for sermons. 
They con­ 
tain neither thp statement of the fact nor the 
relation of the experience which an eminent 
minister at the Sing Sing meeting declared 
conatitnte preaching. 
It seems to be taken 
for granted also that any kind of trashy 
rhyme 
is 
good 
enough 
for the cauq> 
meeting, and people go to those gatherings 
surcharged with wretched doggereL 
The 
good old songs of Wesley and Cowper, and 
Doddridge and Watts, and Montgomery and 
Toplady, and Newton and their compeers, 
are too tame, too pure and too poetical to suit 
the feverish imaginations of the present gens- 
ration of Methodists. 
If they could b« 
equalled, or in any way nearly approached b j 
tho metsorio poets of to-day, we shonld not 
find fault, but it requires very little poetic 
knowledge to appreciate the superior senti­ 
ment and rhythm of the former. 
The prayers, too, of camp-going Christians 
lack that conciseness xnd purity of diction 
which a knowledge of the nature of prayer 
should and does import 
We have sometimes 
heard men pray that the Lord would knock 
some certain sinner heels over head, or that 
He would shake him over the bottomless pit 
wtthout letting the guilty one fall in. 
We con 
scarcely imagine the effect such prayers must 
have on tho souls that feel their burden of sin 
andaré seeking salvation by faith in Jesus 
C hrist; but it seetus to us they ought to deter 
many from seeking, if they do not drive 
others away altogether, from the Cross. 
Wo 
heard a minister’s wife lately, at a camp moot­ 
ing, tell the Lord in a prayer what a good busi­ 
ness her Imsbund gave np that ho might 
enter the ministry, and bow rich be might l>o 
bad he continued in iMisincss, and we could 
noteseope the conviction that that nmcli of tho 
prayer was, to use a Fibeniianism, no prayer 
at nlL 
We have irequontly beard men and 
women tidl God bow much I licy had done and 
suffered for his cause, aud by iinplieatioii how 
much they were entitled to receive from Him 
ill rclum. 
Ami, again, persons praying often 
indulge in cxhortalions to tbo Lord how He 
should act iu given cases, aud to the people 
how they shill perform certain duties.

among the young and progressive democracy 
the novelty of Mr. Greeley as tho candidate of 
the democratic party for the Presidency was 
so fascinating as to carry with it the idea that 
“the fountains of the great deep were broken 
up,” and that a deluge was rising which would 
overwhelm Grant, his administration, his party 
and all their great expectations and calcula­ 
tions in connection with another four years’ 
lease of power. 
But this sudden flashing up 
of democratic enthusiasm has died out, and the 
fear is gaining ground that the republicans, 
brought over to the democracy in support of 
Greeley and Brown, may possibly be outnum­ 
bered by those old line Bourbon democrats 
who are resolved to vote for Grant or to stay 
at home on election day if they cannot get a 
straight-out democratic ticket on the pLitform 
of “the time-honored democratic principles of 
Jefferson and Jackson.” 
Seeing is believing; but until we see that 
these anti-Greeley Bourbon democrats can do, 
are doing and intend to do something in this 
campaign, which will compel their recognition 
as a balance of power, we shall continue to 
hold them as belonging to the same class 
of makeweights or political 
guerillas as 
the temperance reformers, 
the labor re­ 
formers 
and 
the 
women’s 
rights 
re­ 
formers. 
The democratic 
party 
adopted 
the Cincinnati Presidential ticket under the 
impression that trom the repnbliean camp

reinforcements

Brown, 
tho 
probabilities, since the North Carolina elec­ 
tion, have changed

against the administration, has been hailed 
as

because 
of the balance which it is supposed ho 
may reach, here and there, in the diversion of 
the German vote; but the German, as a rule, 
is v’ery tq>t to vote according to his own ideas 
of the fitness of things; and so nothing de­ 
cisive has been gained by Greeley and Brown 
in gaining Mr. Schurz. 
Again, it was sup­ 
posed that\he fame of Mr. Greeley, with the 
great name of Mr. Sumner, as the bloak man’s 
friend, would bring over to the .«^position 
alliance ticket the balance of power from tho 
colored clement, which, in the Presidential 
election, will poll probably seven hundred 
thousand votes or more; but along tho lines of 
the Aftiean legions the word has been passed 
for Oeneial Grant, so that there is no hope in 
that quarter for Greeley and Brown. 
Onr Irish-bom fellow citizens in mauy 
places, and especially in this city, constitute 
an important democratic balance of power;

Tatocraph 
Watehmam. 
The country is now looking daily with great 
interest for the general breaking np of the 
fiery season through which we are pase- 
ing, and all classes are deeply interested in the 
daily reports of our 
weather watchmen. 
Although the equinoctial season is usually sup­ 
posed to commence only when the sun is ver­ 
tical upon the Equator in September, it must 
be remembered that the atmospheric forces 
which then engage in tempestuous battle 
begin to array themselves several weeks pre­ 
viously, aud are already deployed. 
If the 
Italian astronomer Tacchini is correct, as he 
doubtless is, in his recently announced dis­ 
covery of the singular appearance of magne- 
siom in the chromosphere of the snn, and the 
coincidence between the brightness and broad­ 
ness of these spectroscopic magnesium lines and 
the more pronounced and brilliant flames in 
the eruptions of solar volcanoes, it may be 
that this year, though somewhat delayed, the 
phenomena of storm and hurrioane will be 
peculiarly grand. 
At any rate the arrival of 
the changed season wUl be as eagerly looked 
for this year as the annual arrival of the sun 
within the Arctic circle is looked for by the 
Esquimaux or the Laplander. It seems, there­ 
fore, a fitting time to call the attention of the 
public to the oonditions which must ever un­ 
derlie a safe and useful meteorological system, 
such os that of our Signal Bureau at Wash­ 
ington. 
When the almanac maker had tho monopoly 
of weather science it was very natural to laugh 
at every augury or prediction of what the 
Roman poet called “ uarium et mutábüe sem- 
per.’* 
Sensible men knew the difficulties of 
foreseeing the operations of 
the atmos­ 
phere, and until very recently, when the 
telegraph spread its network of wires over the 
world, scientific men dared not undertake a 
system ot storm signals. 
Experience has, 
however, demonstrated—nowhere so fully as 
in America, where the immense territory pre­ 
sents advantages of meteorologic study en­ 
joyed by few other nations—that, with com­ 
plete and continuous chains of weather sta­ 
tions crossing the Continent on parallels of 
latitude along which tho storms of every coun­ 
try chiefly move, it is possible to announce, 
hours and days beforehand, tho advent and 
force of these violent meteors, and to fore­ 
warn alike the farmer and the seaman. Indeed, 
it may be safely affirmed that, with the present 
light now obtained on the law of storms, 
the chief problem of weather telegraphy 
is 
how 
to 
maintain 
a 
perfect 
sys­ 
tem 
of accurate 
and 
prompt telegrams 
from 
the 
various 
reporting 
stations 
of 
the Signal Bureau. 
As long as these tri-daily 
telegrams are ponctoally fam ished by the 
telegraph comiianies to the central office of 
the Chief Signal Officer no fear need bo felt 
that any dangerous tempest oau sweep over 
the land unheralded. As the graphic weather 
map of the War Department, issued by tho 
Chief Signal Officer, shows, every atmospheric 
eddy, every current, every cloud that moves or 
floats through the deep caverns of the aerial 
ocean is detected, telegraphically announced 
and clearly charted for the eye of the meteor­ 
ologists at Washington who have in charg® 
the deductions and “probabilities” of the 
weather to ensue. Unfortunately, however, the 
continuity and completeness of these telegrams 
have for some months been seriously intermpted 
and their timely information suspended by 
the refusal of some of the telegraphic corpora­ 
tions to transmit them at rates within the 
means of the Signal Office to pay. 
As long 
as this evil lasts it most, we presume, fre­ 
quently occur that at the most critical junc­ 
tures, as at the present, reports of observa­ 
tions at the different stations will be delayed, 
and the correctness of the forecast be rendered 
most precarious, to the great jeopardy of our 
shipping and of thousands of lives embarked 
on our coast steamers and trading vessels, and 
to tho annoyance and disappointment of the 
entire public. It is obviously unjust aud ab­ 
surd to expect successful “ probabilities” of 
the 
weather, especially 
in the 
changes 
of the stonniest equinoctial seasons, un­ 
less the chief Signal Office is enabled— 
as we reliably learn it is not now on-, 
abled—to secure regular and prompt trans­ 
mission of its bulletins and reports in cipher. 
The attempt to foretell the weather without 
previous reports revealing all tho varied agen­ 
cies at work can surely be little more than 
mere vaticination; and it will be a scandal to - 
tho nation if the splendid success which has 
uniformly attended and still 
attends the 
Weather ÍBureau should for any period of time 
be marred by such difficulties as now embar­ 
rass it. So frequently and gravely do these 
difficulties now obstruct its work that many of, 
the reports famished the press state that, dur­ 
ing the past eight hours, no intelligence, has- 
been received from the majority of its sta™ 
tions. 
Whole sections, 
and 
those often 
whose reports furnish the key to the weather, 
ore not beard from and 
their 
reports 
to the central office, though always made, ate 
declined by the telegraph companies and re­ 
fused early transmission. 
Fortunately for the 
good of the public and the good name of the

PARLIAMENTARY PROUKE.SR 
The Legislative Assembly was pro 
20th of July, after a session of seve

the Assembly. An address was delivered, thank­ 
ing the mem bers for their Parliam entary attention 
and care for the lights of the people and the pre­ 
rogatives of the Crown. 
Among the acts passed by this Assembly is one 
m aking liquor dealers responsible in dam ages for 
Inlurles inflicted by persons to whom they sell 
liquor. It Is fram ed after the Ohio law, and has 
m et the approval of the Klnir. A resolution aw ard­ 
ing com pensation to American shipowners whose 
vessels brought Hawaiian seamen to this port from 
the Arctic Ocean after the disaster of 1871 has also 
passed. 
Fifty cents a day Is to be allowed for each 
person for every day they were on board of the 
rescuing vessel. This Is not quite so liberal as tne 
United S tates w ere to Hawaiian shipowners for the 
rescue of Am erican seam en, but it Is a ju st and 
proper allowance. 
The A ppropriation bill for expenses for the com ­ 
ing two years foots up $1,180,244, or about three hun­ 
dred thousand dollars over Mie estim ated revenue 
for the same period. To m ake good the deficiency 
an act was passed anthoiizlng a loan of $260,000.

The stay of the Araerlcsn fleet In UrltiHh waters 
w as w Ubeut event unUi a «iendly game was ar­ 
ranged. QoiMln John made the first move and sent 
bis Qoeen's pawn to tbc front. The Admiral then 
led ont OB-the American side and despatched a 
paw n to meet him. This opened the way; John 
Bull followed up with his knights and the Prince 
himself, the Admiral receiving the friendly advance 
w ith his 
beet 
men 
about 
him. 
John 
Bull 
then castled pis queen In Osbocne House, aud the 
Admiral and hla men moved on to the English side 
In return. Kpight 8chcnck moved up from his 
Portm an square, followed bv a . pam pered paw n; 
K night Sherman, of Atlanta, ranged alongside aud 
. a bishop (Mclhrame, of Ohio) pawped his watch and 
moved up. All m e pieces then took each other (by 
. the hand), the pawns waltzed off the board aud 
thus ended tlie guiue in a pleasant draw. 
VISIT OK THE ratlN'CK AND I>RINCE.SS OK WAI.KS. 
As you have no doubt had accounts of the visit 
o f. the Prince 
to 
the fleet, a few particulars 
and the suhsequcm feativitifs are left tb be stated. 
The steam vacht Alberta, commamled by Prince 
Leipiogen, brought the Prince and Princess, the 
Countess of Carmastbcn and others from Osborn 
Pierdo the anchorage of the fleet below Southamp­ 
ton. The Prince was dressed In plaip clothes; the 
Prineess was In white, with a bioad blue sash and 
small bopnot. 
A rejgil salute was fl« d by all the vesseV^ and the 
yards jpanned. The English papers criticize the 
blue clothes of the American sailors in comparison 
w ith the white cIotliesA>r the Ariadne's men. but 
they seejjied much more, appropriate for the cool 
day, the Ariadne appearing to shiver from dsck to 
truck. 
The clooLls and rings of smoke hid the Alberta 
from view. When It had elparcd away the batge, 
w ith the royal standard, was seen pulling for 
the Brooklyn, where the royal party was received 
. by R ear Admiral Aldcn, who escorted the Princess 
to the cabin. The Prince shooA hands with all the 
odlccrs, and several American citizens were pre- 
aented—the Prince said “ the more the better.»» 
After a lunch the royal visitors witnessed a fine 
drill at great gnns, and then w ent on board the 
Wabash, accompanied by Admiral Alden. Before 
returning to the lule of Wight the Alberta steamed 
past each vessel In the fleet, the Prince and 
Princess standing ppon the upper deck bowing In 
return to the saluU's of the offlccrs and marine 
guarde. 
“THE ROTAL TACHT OP TBR AMERICAN FLEET. 
Boon afterw ards the Admiral transferred his 
flag to tiie Wachuaett, which beautiful little ship is 
called the “Royal yacht o f the American fleet’* by 
the English here.
